The United States authorities are 

showini^'' a coinuiciKLilil-' detorinina- 
tiuii Id fon'et out, fi';uiil.H .'iniiiiist the 
customs and to punish iho |i(U-j)("tra- 
tors of tho s:uiiL'. W'llhiii ths' past 
few wooks thoy li ivu uiado u hiij^^c 
number of seizuros which have found 
their way into tiio newspapers. 
They liavo iijipraisiid tlio value of the,' 
goods, and lliu consii^noL's in nearly 
every instance have paiil tlu'ir value 
and taken them away. The detection 
of the fraud which wasbeinj,' [)er[)elnU,- 
ed in the oftico of William Lund & Co. 
iu tlie woiyliinrr of coal was, pcrliaps, 
the neatest bit of work winch has 
bneu done by the Custom }louso 
oiBciuls for soujo time. But thoy diil 
not end their hiI)ours with the seiz- 
ure and subsequent appraisment. Ou 
the 2")tli ultimo a criminal complaint 
was filed in the (.)fllcc of the Clerk of 
the United Stat.cts Circuit Court against 
William Luud and ' • Stovu" i 'lt/gcrald, 
bis Clerk, charging thorn on the 22d 
day of September, 1875, with con- 
spiring together to defraud the United 
States by means of a false and fraud- 
ulent practice and appliance to wit; 
by connecting a private (hawer in the 
ofhce . of William Lund by means of a 
cord to the lever brain of the platform 
scales adjoiaing the office, on which 
platform scales coal had been and 
was then being weighed by a Govern- 
ment weigher, for the purpose of 
oiisoting the duty, and that by mov- 
ing said private drawer the weight of 
the coal was greatly atl'ccted, and 
thereby the United States was de- 
frauded. 

A warrant was at once issued for the 
arrest of William Laud and "Steve" 
Fitzgerald. The latter was arrested 
a day or two ago, and gave bonds for 
his aijpearance. Tlio whereabouts of 
'William liund is at present unknown, 
though Deputy United States Marsh- 
als uro now searching for him. 

In view of tho recent extraordinary 
developments in the matter of defraud- 
ing the Government through the col- 
lection of Customs, Giles H. Gray, 
tho Surveyor of the Port, lias given 
orders for the' disuse of tiiu scales for 
merly used by "Wni. Lu>id, ami for a 
general oxamiuation of all of the 
Fairbanks scales in thejcity upon which 
goods have been weighed for the 
United States government. Fair- 
Ijauks it Co. have been re([U()stod to 
send to this coast tho standard weighis 
by whicli all of their scales are regula- 
ted. It is ho])(!d t.liat by these vigor- 
ous measures fraudulent practices 
which are thought to be more general 
than has been supposed, may be stop- 
lied.—S. F. Fust.

The Queen, through Generai roii- 
Bonby, lias sent a special communica- 
tion to the yac'htsmeiit of the Isle of 
"Wight and South CnUMt, recpiestilig 
tho discontinuance of tho practice of 
jnivate yachts in the Solent approach- 
ing too near the Royal yacht when her 
.Majesty is on board; it being evident, 
the Itoyal letter adds, that such a jiro- 
cooding must at all times ho attendud 
with considfirabli! risk; and in summer, 
when tho Solent is crowded with ves- 
sels, such mancauvres are extremely 
dangerous. 

On tho 11th instant, as the London 
and Dorking coach, which was btniig 
driven by Captain t'oopor, wasneariii;.; 
Burford Bridge, the [jole (jf the vehicle 
Buapped in two. Tho coach was then 
on a steep iucliuo and Captain Coo[)iu 
whipped his horses in the ho|H) of 
reaching tho bottom of the; declivity 
without accident. Tlu> coach, after 
swaying from side to side, turned (com- 
pletely over with a terrible crash. At 
the time of tho u])sot there wore si.x- 
teen passengers, and the whole of 
these were thrown with great violence, 
some on the ground, and others over 
a bank into a meadow. Captain Coo- 
per was thrown under th(> wlunds of 
the coa(di, and was with ditUculty ex- 
tricated. Assistance was soon at 
jifind* and the whole of the passengers 
•who were found to bo more or less m- 
injured, wore convoyed to the Burford 
Bridge Hotel, (juo lady "was found 
to have her collar bijne brolcon. 
Boxall, of Dorking, iuc(;n-,'d a fright- 
ful gash on tho right temple. A gun- 
tleman had his arm bi'oken, and tho 
i'eraftiuing passengers were found tq 
1)8 Buffering from scalp wounds and 
Qtbor injuries. The homoa wore unin< 



jured, but tho coach was entirely 
wrecked. Most of tho injured passen- 
gers were enabled to leave the hotel 
in the evening for their respective 
homes. 

The first case under tho Public Wor- 
ship Hegulations Act (l!7 and 3S Vic, 
c. M.")) will bo hoard before Lord Pen- 
zance, the judge appointed under this 
statue. It IS a suit agaiusttho Eov.C. 
J. Bidsdale, the incumbent of St. 
Peter's church, Folkestone, for Ritu- 
alistic; practices. According to tho 
new law, three inhabitants made a ro- 
prc.sentatiou to tho Archbishop of Can- 
terbury as to tho manner in which tho 
services wore couduetod at St. Peter's. 
A copy of the representation was for- 
warded to Mr. Ridsdalo,and no agree- 
ment to abide Ijy the decision of the 
Archbishop, without appeal, having 
been made, tho proceedings will bo 
determined by the judge before whom 
the ease will bo hoard be "viva voce" 
evidence in open court, after tho par- 
ties instil utiiig tho cause have given 
Hociirity for costs. Theio is an appeal 
from that judg to her jMajesty in Coun- 
cil. Tlioro are, it is said, three cases 
ponding under the new law, and the 
proceedings are of public interest. 

By far the hugost }iiece of artillery 
that has ever been constructed has 
now been suljstautially completed ; 
and if it passes successfully through 
the trial which awaits it, the 81 ton 
gun will definitely assume its place in 
our ordnance service. It is difficult 
to obtain an adequate conception of 
this monstrous weapon from mero 
ligurus. It weighs a little over Hi 
tons, and with its carriage 1 20 tons. 
Its length is ^53 feet, or half a cricket 
pitch ; and it casts a projectile of 1,- 
300 lbs., or considerably more than 
half a ton, a distance of eight miles,— 
say completely over London from 
Hampstead Health to Clapham. Tho 
propelling power is supplied by a 
charge of from 2501bs to BOOlbs of pow- 
der, each grain of which is a cube of l A 
iucli. The diameter of the gun istift. at 
tho breach and 2 feel at tho iiuizzle. 
The huri: inside Is 27 feet iu length and 
14^ inches across. If, however, tho 
trial proves satisfactory, it is thought 
that another inch and a half of diame- 
ter may be gained, iu which case tho 
weight of tho projectile, we presume, 
may bo considerably iucreascei. 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson, tho great gun 
of tho prohibitory-permissive movo- 
moiit, presided a few days ago at a 
champagne luncheon at the sale of Mr. 
George ^loore's shorthorns. After 
giving the health of tho (Jueen, Sir 
Wilfrid said: — "Gentlemen, after tho 
health of the Queen,! have to i)ropose 
the health of our worthy host, tho 
kind, hospitable, the generous, the 
popular Mr, Moore; and in that behalf 
I call on you now to drink his very 
good health with all the honours."

Miuisierial Complicatioxis. 



The condition of ^fche Local Premier 
at this time may be likened to that of 
B good swimmer trying tcyiwim across 
Victoria harbor with a fifty-pound bar 
of lead tied to each foot. The harder 
he may struggle to keep his head above 
water the more surely will his strength 
depart and he run the risk of being 
dragged to the bottom. As long as 
tLo biii'3 of lead adhere to his feet, so 
long will he be in danger of destruc- 
tion. The three subordinate members 
of the Local Ciibiuet arc bars of lead 
at the Premier's foet. If ho retain 
them as advisora ho can neiLber aJ- 
vaiico nor keep his head above tiio 
waves that threaten to overwhelm him. 
There is no disputing tho fact that 
neither Dr. Ash, Mr. Bcavou nor Mr. 
Armstrong will have a following in tho 
new House. Mr. Booth wi>s a willing 
slave of Mr. Boaveu, and before Mr. 
Duck died ho certainly quacked in 
unison with tho Chief Commissiuner; 
but siuco the defeat of Mr. Booth and 
the demise of Mr. Duck Mr. Beavon 
can count upon no member "su poor 
as to do him reverence." Dr. Ash 
has not now nor ever had a single fol- 
lower. Singularly unsociable and al- 
most repellant iu hia manner he has 
always been shut up, as it wore, with- 
in himself and has never tried to cul- 
tWate a close acquaintance with his 
fellow-members. To this day it has 
remained a puzzle to Ministerialists as 
well as Reformers why he was first 
called into the Ministry, and how he 
managed to retain his portfolio through 
three successive sessions. Mr. Arm- 
■trong, iu the withdrawal of Mr. 
Hughes, lost the only man to whose 
support he could lay any claim; and 
aUbough the Ministerial press may 
proclaim that Mr. Brown will be a fol- 
lower of Mr. Armstrong's, any one 
who knows Mr. Brown well will know 
that he will never consent to Ijo 
led by the nose by a man of inferior 
mental calibre and educational nttain- 
raonts to himself. Mr. Armstrong may 
therefore bo said to stand like Dr. Ash 
and Mr. Beaven in a state of j^olitical 
nudity before tho country. All throo 
being divested of tho littlo political 
capital thoy before enjoyed, it now 
remains to be seen what Mr. Walkom 
will do with them. Can he aft'ord to 
keep men who, like Sampson, have 
been shorn of their strength ? Can he 
meet the new House with throe dead- 
'weights hanging to his legs and drag- 
ging him down to perdition ? Were 
they men of great ability and renown, 
the possessors of strong common 
sense and Liberal ideas they might 
attract followers in a House that bids 
fair to be the intellectual superior of 
the preceding one. But they have 
neither the one thing nor the other to 
recommend them. As deijartmental 
ofiicers thoy can scarcely be called elH- 
cicnt, and we have tho Premier's own 
word for it that the (rovernrnent were 
dufoated on tho Island because of the 
great unpopularity of one of the 
triplet of Ministers wo have named. 
Again, were they men of lofty ]5atriot- 
isui and capable of rising above con- 
siderations of self and pelf, tho c^ourso 
of the Premier would l)o clear enough. 
He could lay them away and take on 
others as quietly as a gentleman ck- 
changos ono costumo for another. But 
Ijeing what thoy aro — holders of jjort- 
folios for what thoy make out of 
tlieui — -wo see no chance of Jlr. Wal- 
koin ridding himself of his nn 
i^jp^^ular colleagues without exciting 
tneir bitter hostility, for they are like 
Honio lawyers whoso very natures pre- 
vent thoni undcu'takiijg r. case excejjt 
thoy first clutch thoir pay. L'uder 
these circumstances v.-e think that the 
return of the trii^lot was a very fortu- 
nate circumstance and augurs well for 
the ultimate triumph of Liberal ideas. 
If, now, Mr. Beaven, Dr. Ash and 
!Mr. Ai-mstrong had been rejected at 
tho polls tho brambles would be clear- 
ed from tlio Premier's path, and ho 
would see his way to call- 
ing in new men without running tho 
risk of incurring the enmity of any 
ono; but, contrary to tho hopes of 
Mr. Walkem and his immediate friends, 
they have come back like the old la- 
dy's bad penny, and ho is jiow pu/.zled 
to know what ho shall do with tliem.

— At the 
last General Council certain missionary 
jurisdictions were established as follows: 
(1) That of St. John, comprising Now 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Ed-

(3) that of the Paoifio, oomprising all the 
territory west of the Rocky Mountains. 
Tho Presiding Bishop lias also appointed 
for each jurisdiction whore there is no 
Missionary Bishop a standing coumiitteo 
conaistiug of two presbyters and two lay- 
men. Committees havo already boon 
chosen for St. John and Ottawa, and thu 
Bov. E. Oridgo, tho newly-elected Bishop 
of the Pacific, will appoint one for his 
jurisdiction. To these coramitteos are 
assigned the duties usually devolving 
upon Standing CommittoeH, inclmliugtho 
recommending of candidates for orders, 
and acting as councils of advice to the 
Bishop. Each is tho ecclesiastical au- 
thority of the Beformed Episcopal Church 
in its own missionary jurisdiction.

At the rosidcnoo of James Foil. Esq., 
View street, lust ovoniug, thoro were as- 
sembled oighteou ladies and gentlemen 
who had been invited to witness a aurics 
of astonishing spiritual manifestations 
produced through Mr. Jacobs, a famous 
medium.

This was a precaution taken 
so that if the medium moved tho chair 
lags, being without tho rings, would ex- 
pose tho fact. An harmouiciim and three 
small bolls were placed on a chair iliH- 
tant about four feet from tho medium. 
Tho blanket was then lowered, the lights 
turned down and the medium left to him- 
Helf , Presently a boll was heard to ring 
and an air was played on tho hannoniciuu. 
Tho blanket wu.^ raised aud tlio medium 
iliscerned sitting as before. No.xt the bulls 
were rung and thrown from tho cabinet 
into tho room. A lady's hand apjjoared 
and drew aside tlio blanket, made a mo- 
tion as if about to shako handa ami was 
then withdrawn. Lights being turned 
on tho inetlium sat as before. Darknnss 
again prevailed for a few moments; 
when the light was turned On the me- 
dium was found sitting with an iron hoop 
butwueii one of his wrists and the haiul- 
oulV; st)oii afturwiirdu a Hfultling, rubbing 
sound was heard from wiiliiii tlio cabinet. 
The medium called out that something 
was sitting on his knees. On examina- 
tion a box of penrs which Lad stood 12 
feet distant in another room, and weighed 
about lifty poumln, was found on his 
knees. All this time rap])iiigs on tliu 
siilos of the cabinet were gcung on. Pre 
Boutly a man's heavy hand drow aside 
tho blanket aud shook its list at the com- 
liauy. Next followed a small white hand, 
oviiiently a woman's, which was soon 
withdrawn and was followed by a child's 
hand. Tho next manifeutationa were most 
surprising. Tho head of a negro appear- 
ed at the sido of tho cabinet — tho eye be- 
ing distinctly vi.'ible; next a deathly 
white face, with white hair, was shown. 
Then a little baby in long clothes, and 
finally a man's head with a hat on peered 
out into tho uncertain light of tho room.

Earl P.ussoll,iu spito of his many years, 
Boems to fail but little either in his me- 
mory or in (luiekness of observation.

It is, 
however, no very violent stretch of ima- 
gination to suppose that so astute a poli- 
tician as Lord Melboiirno may havo 
thought that the readiest way to end tlio 
repeal agitation would bo to seat O'Con- 
nell on the judicial bench. Earl Russoll 
does not of course hint at this as one of 
the motives for trying to indiico tho too 
active Irishman to accept oflico. But be 
indicates reasons for making such ofTers 
to O'Connell more creditable to tho 
Whigs, and certainly not in any way dis- 
creditable to tho agitator himself. Lord 
Russoll reminds the world that though 
O'Connell was mistakiiigly urging Ire- 
land's demands for a separate legislature 
he was stoatlily opjiosed to every move- 
ment tending towards a, dismemberment 
of the empire. For this reason O'Connell 
though strongly urged to do so, most por- 
omptorily refused to give the slightest 
couutonaiico to tho Canadian insurgents. 
Nor, with all his readiness to humor his 
countrymen in most matters, would ho 
loud himself to support any of the nu- 
meroup sirikes at that time occurring in 
Ireland, on the ground that they retard- 
ed the social and material improvement 
of tho country. Tho common belief of the 
time, and wo fancy it is not much changed 
now, was that O'Connell was a Radical 
aod soinotliiug mure. But though O'Con- 
nell often enough and somowhat bitterly 
abused tho Whigs, this abuse can hardly 
bo looked upon as anything more than a 
part of tho great agitator's political stock 
in-trade— and we have to bear in mind 
that ho was a perfect master in the art of 
abuse, and not alwayn very particular iu 
choosing his objects when in an abusive 
humour. A careful review of O'Couuoll's 
career, however, disolosea tho fact that 
throughout hia life be was a steady and 
disinterested supporter of Whig princi- 
ples, and for that reason, if for no other, 
was fairly entitled to tho ofTor of judicial 
advancement at their hands. That O'Con- 
nell was disposed to co-opornto with the 
more raodorato of tho English liadicals 
18 no doubt true enough, but then so 
were the principal Whig leaders thorn- 
selves at that time, as they have been 
since. In all the Whig movements of his 
day ho was a willing and conscientious 
assistant. That he helped to carry the 
great Reform Bill is no more than was to 
bo expected. But he also ably assisted 
Lord Russoll in his advocacy of tho re- 
moval of all religious disabilities, he 
supported bim in the abolition of slavery, 
and he was a steady advocate for th« bal- 
lot. Even when ho seemed most urgent 
for the Repeal of tho Union, ho stoutly 
rejected the support olTercd him by tho 
slave owning interest in Araorica--he 
would lako no part with tho Chartists in 
England, nor respond to tho sympathy 
offered by the Democrats in Prance. Had 
ho lived to our day, it is quite likely that 
O'Connell wonhl havo advanced as some 
of the Whigs have advanced. Wc may 
assert with jiorfeel conlideneo that ho 
would have given every aid in his power 
to the repeal of thu Corn Laws. Not less 
certainly would ho havo supported Mr. 
Gladstone in the disestablishment of thu 
Irish Church and tho iraprovomont of 
tho judicial system. What hia viowa on 
tho religious cpiestions of tho prcdent 
time would havo bei^n cannot of course 
be now doteriuined, and may theroforo bo 
left to tho conjecture of each side. Wo 
think, however, that wo have brought 
forward enough to prove that, apart from 
his notions about repeal, O'Connell was 
a steady and moderuto Liberal, who held 
stoutly to his politieid principles, and 
this seems c[uil(> sulUeiont to have justi- 
fied even more liberal olTer of preferment 
than any Whig (iovernment ever made 
him."-//iPe»'»ieAvi Adceriizer.

A veterinary surgeon said the sheep 
snft'ered little or no pain, the vessels 
being few and small in the ear. He added 
that ladies had thoir oars pierced for 
rings, and did not auH'or from tho opera- 
tion. ]\Ir. Johnaon, ono of tl.^o magis- 
trates, asked tho vetoritiary surgeon how- 
he would like to havo part of hia oars cut 
oil", nnd ho said ho should not mind it. 
It was loss paiufcl to the sheep to out oft 
their ears than thoir tails. Mr. Johnson 
said ho had soon thousands of shoei) sold 
to difl'eroiit dealers in another part of tho 
country, and no such practice as cutting 
tho oars resorted to— thoy wore markoti 
with diU'erent colored chalks according 
to the fancy of tho purchaser, and no 
mistakes occurred. The defendant was 
fined X5, much to the surprise of the 
farmerj and butchers.
